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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 



1. Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: "at least along one 
longitudinal edge, but along both longitudinal edges" as recited in lines 4-5 is somewhat 
confusing; "said cutouts staring at the longitudinal edge and are accordingly open-edged" as 
recited in lines 6-7 is also incoherent. Appropriate correction is required. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by German patent 
508,130. 

DE 508,130 shows, in Figs. 1 and 2, a device for distributing lubricants in grooved rails, 
particularly for railborne traffic, comprising; 

an elongated plate which can be arranged in the groove of the rail and which is provided 
with cutouts at least along one longitudinal edge; 

the cutouts starting at the longitudinal edge and are accordingly open-edged, the lubricant 
being supplied to these cutouts, and wherein the open-edged cutouts of the plate are covered by a 
cover plate which is constructed so as to be elastic at least on the covering area.
